The wrapper 
had previously been handled by virtu- 
ally all the staff at the hospital and by 
newspaper men who were early on the 
scene of the poisoning. 

Candy Box Initialed. 

Three fnitials were crudely printed 
on the candy box. These initials were 
“H. L. Miss Rosenfeld, questioned 
regarding them, said she knew no one 
whose name might correspond to the 


initials. 

The candy was received by Miss Ro- 
senfeld shortly after noon Tuesday. 
She opened the box and immediately 
passed it around to the other nurses 
who were in-the recreation room. 
Those who ate it immediately became 
very ill, Doctors were called and 
gtémach pumps employed. 

Hospital authorities last night said 
there was no trace of any other poison 
than cyanide of potassium in the fudge.

W. Dix Webster, member of the in- 
‘surance firm of Rollo, Webster & Co., 
175 West Jackson boulevard, was in 
stantly killed last night when the au- 
tomobile in which he was riding 
crashed info a motor truck on the 
Roosevelt road, near Wheaton. 

Mr. Webster was returning from a 
golf tournament given by the Busi- 
ness Men’s Prosperity club at the Glen 
Oak Country club. A friend, named 
George Tolen, was driving. 

Suddenly a large truck, lghtless, 
loomed.in the roadway ahead. Mr. 
Tolen swerved sharply to the right to 
avoid hitting it, but he was too late. 
The next instant the heavier car 
plowed through the passenger ma- 
chine, striking Mr. Webster a terrific 
blow. Medical aid was hastily sum- 
moned, but he was dead. 

Mr. Webster was 48 years old. After 
serving an apprenticeship in a La Salle 
street fire insurance office, he began 
business for himself at the age of 21 
years. 

His home is in Evanston. He was 
a Mason and a member of the Chicago 
Athletic association and the hone 
League club.

More than 100 of the 850 boys con- 
fined at the.state school for boys at 
St. Charles were taken suddenly and 
violently ill after the noon dinner at 
the school Tuesday, it was learned 
last night. Many of them .were nau- 
seated and numbers were attacked 
with dysentery. 

Schoo] and Kane county officials are 
seeking the cause. Dr. A. L. Mann, 
Elgin city physician, last night was 
making tests of a beef stew which had 
been served at the dinner. 

Col. C. B. Adams, head of the insti- 
tution, was endeavoring to learn 
whether roach powder, placed in the 
kitchen near the flour containers, 
might have been spilled accidentally 
in ‘the food. 

No Canned Food Served. 

“ We used only fresh meat and vege- 
tables in the preparation of the meal,” 
said Col Adams. “ No canned food was 
served. It could not have been pto- 
maine poisoning. 

“While some of the boys were rather 
violently ill for a short time, they all 
recovered quickly and there were no 
serious effects. All have practically 
recovered now, although a few are still 
troubled with dysentery.” 

Exhaustive Tests Made.

Bomb a “ Mills Grenade.” 

The bomb was An ordinary Mills 
“pineapple” grenade and was contained 
in a box six inches long, three inches 
wide, and three inches high labeled 
Perfume.” 

Mr. Herrick’s valet; Lawrence 
Blanchard, an Englishman and a for- 
mer airship pilot, unwrapped the pack- 
age in the dressing room. 

Valet Tells of Explosion. 

“When I saw the package I won- 
dered who had sent perfume to the 
ambassador,” said Blanchard, who was 
hit by a fragment of the grenade. “I 
took off the strings of the outer paper 
‘| wrappings. Underneath was another 
string. When I cut this, the top of 
the box flew off suddenly. While the 


‘| top was still flying a long spiral spring 


sailed out, nearly hitting the ceiling. 

“Then I saw a Mills grenade and 
heard a fuse hissing. I threw the box 
out of the door into the bedroom and 
turned my back. It exploded in mid- 
air. The explosion rocked the house 
and felt as though a big Bertha shell 
had dropped. 

“The ambassador was the coolest 
man in the house for some minutes 
after the explosion. He helped to 
carry me downstairs and into my 
apartment.”- 

Protest on Executions in U. 8. 

The police say the bomb evidently 
was a part of the plan of Paris com- 
munists, who are protesting against 
the execution of Nicolo Sacco and Bar- 
tolomeo Vanzetti, two Italian radicals 
convicted of murder in_ Braintree, 
Mass. This case has occupied the 
Paris communist press for weeks. 

‘It has also been the subject for nu- 
merous demonstrations by Italian rad- 
icals. Communists in Brussels, Bel- 
gium, held a demonstration against 
the proposed executions under the 
windows of the American embassy 
today. 

Mr. Herrick has received dozens of 
letters threatening his life unless Sacco 
and Vanzetti were freed. Similar let- 
ters have been received by the United 
States ambassadors at London and 
Rome. .

ERRORS—LENIN 


MOSCOW, Oct. 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.J—Nikolai Lenin, the 
Russian soviet premier, who has just 
returned from a vacation, reviewed 
Russia's communistic efforts today in 
a long article published by Pravda, the 
soviet newspaper. 


“The October writes 
Premier Lenin, “has overthrown 
feudalism and barbaric capitalism, 


which® were ifpediments to Russian 
eulture. We claim the honor of doing 
this more thoroughly than did the 
French revolution or the English revo- 
lution of 1649. After four years we 
are sure we are right. Moreover, we 
have never dodged issues, as have the 
western countries. 

“We have eliminated religious ig- 
norance and e'«o the shame of inequal- 
ity petween n © and woman. The sv- 
viet régime is the maximum of de- 
mocracy for peasants and workers. We 
have given the world a new type of 
democracy—namely:.a proletarian dic- 
tatorship. We are not forgetting, how- 
ever, the many mistakes we have made 
and still are making. The most diffi. 
cult of our tasks has been the rebuild- 
ing of our economic structure, but we 
are going ahead.”

SHOOTING FROM MOTOR BOATS. 


E have been receiving quite a 
number of inquiries regarding 
the use of motor boats in duck 
shooting. It is against the law 

to shoot ducks from a motor boat—in 
fact, federal regulations prohibit the 
use of power boats of any kind in tak- 
ing waterfowl. It is unlawful to hunt 
ducks with a boat equipped with an 
engine, and esecially will it be a viola- 
tion of the law for persons to run down 
with motor boats ducks that have 
settled among decoys. This is a prac- 
tice that some hunters (hunters not 
sportsmen!) call “ bushwhacking.” 

However, the federal law does not 
absolutely prohibit a hunter from us- 
ing his motor boat during the duck 
season. If you want to run to the 
duck grounds with your boat, all well 
and good. If you want to put out or 
pick up your decoys with a motor boat 
it is all right. You can also use a 
power boat to gather up dead birds aft- 
er the shooting. But it is a violation 
of the law to shoot from such a boat. 

Undoubtedly if. all hunters had 
played fair about shooting from a mo- 
tor boat this regulation would never 
be in force now. It’s the old story. 
You know how it goes. A few fellows 
spoil the game for everybody because 
they ‘abuse some privilege. In this 
case it was the game hog.* He could 
slaughter hundreds of birds much 
easier in a motor boat than he could in 
a rowboat. To get the game hog and 
the “bushwhacker” this law was

Putting Up Pears. 


And one correspondent wants to pre- 
serve pears. Soft pears can be pre- 
served or canned without any pre 
liminary cooking before they are put 
‘into the sirup and cooked in that. Hard 
pears need to be cooked tender first 


—simmered—in a sirup to finish. 

Sma!) pears are pretty cooked whole, 
after they are peeled, but they can- 
not be’ packed closely. Some people 
just cut them in halves and remove the 
cores, making them like the commer- 
cial] canned ‘pears. 

For an exceedingly sweet effect make 
a heavy sirup of four parts sugar to 
one of water. Cook soft pears in this 
until they are tender and as nearly 
transparent as possible—translucent. 
Pack the cooked pears compactly in 
sterile jars; pour the boiling sirup over 
them, and seal. 

For a ginger pear, which shall retain 
some pear taste, take eight pounds of 
hard pears, eight pounds of sugar, two 
ounces of green ginger, the juice and 
rind of six lemons, one measuring cup 
of water. Peel the ginger root and 
cut it in small pieces, and let it soak 
in the cup of water while preparing 
the pears. Peel and chop the pears 
fine, cut the lemon rind into sliver 
thin pieces, and add to it, then the 
juice, sugar, water, and ginger.
